You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Town on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, Town Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector, Auditors, Road Commissioners, Trus- 
tees of Public Library, Constables, Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, Measurers of Wood and Bark and Surveyors of 
Lumber, Health Officers, Fence Viewers, and all other neces- 
sary Town Officers and Agents for the ensuing year. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
paying the Town debts and defraying the interest thereon, 
for the support and maintenance of the Public Library, and 
for other necessary charges arising in said Town. 

3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$25 for Memorial day purposes. 

4. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board 
of Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the reports of the Audi- 
tors, Agents, Committees, or other Officers heretofore chosen 
or appointed, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to establish price for rent 
of Town Hall. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise extra highway 
money to receive State aid. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise money for the ex- 
termination of the brown tail and gipsy moths. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise extra highway 
money for the repair of state highway. 
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10. To see if the Town will vote to assume the care and 
maintenance of the street lights now in use and such addi- 
tional lights as may be needed, and to raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the same.
